Norman: At the moment there 
seems to be three camps, 
there's the Og (record label) 
camp, the hardcore scene, and 
now luckily there's something 
for the rest of us. I think it's a 
great idea because it gives a lot 
of bands the chance to be 
heard that would'nt normally 



the record companies? 
Ken: In a way there is because 
a lot of people are talking, 
well you know: Corey Hart the 
vanguard of Montréal music 
(laughter), and Men Without 
Hats... So maybe people are 
looking to Montreal because 
the scene is starting to develop, 
and they've got these names to 
precede them. ..but a lot of 
people realize that the record 
companies are in Toronto, and 
so they all tend to gravitate 
toward there in hopes of being 
discovered there. 
Dally: Would you ever go 
there? 

Ken: Well not to set up shop 
or anything, no. From what 
I've seen, to be sure there's a 
lot of good Toronto bands, 
good Ottawa bands and good 
Montreal bands, but what in- 
evitably separates all these 
bands is; Can they sustain 
what they're doing over a 
period of time. 

Daily: Do you think that there 
is a better environment for 



Daily: Well do you consider 
yourselves a pop band? 
Ken: Oh yeah, very much, I 
think its evident. We're a long 
way from doing scratch mixes 
or weird voice-overs taken 
from old movies or P-Funk, 
whatever the hell that means." 
Dally: What has the reaction 
been to you in Montréal? 
Steve: It's been a fairly 
cerebral reaction. Most people 
when they come to see us tend 
to listen rather than jump 
around. Partly because we're 
not that kind of band, 
ah... dance band. 
Dally: Is it evident in your 
stage show that your more in- 
tellectual perhaps? 



Steve: Well (laghter) put it this 
way, we have a low key stage 
show and we don't go in for 
for a dynamic on-stage presen- 
tation... to be on stage is just 
to play the material. 
Dally: When you put The John 
the Baptist EP. out, was this 
your personal venture? How 
did it all come about? 
Ken: It started basically just so 
we could have a label to put 
our selves out on. I was hop- 
ing, and I still am, I guess that 
eventually we will expand.. .but 
we just don't have the finan- 
cial resources. 

Dally: Do you feel that your 
an exclusively Canadian band 
with a Canadian sound? 
Ken: No no no.... 
Steve: People don't know what 
a Canadian attitude is, that's 
something which is good for us 
because we really don't have 
an English attitude or an 
American attitude, but I think 
it's important that we're a 
Canadian band. 
Norm: I don't think that you 
can define pop music, (or) at 
least a country as having a cer- 
tain style of pop music, 
because American music is so 
widespread. It goes from ZZ 



Top to... Bruce Springteen to 
Micheal Jacson. None of them 
are particularly the same, none 
of them have the same 
sound." 

Steve: I don't think that a 
Canadian sound has been 
established. ..The kind of com- 
parison that we've been given 
is the best of what's coming 
out of (America and the 
U.K.), R.E.M. and The Smiths 
— something like that. ..If we 
sound like The Smiths or 
R.E.M., it's because we hap- 
pen to have the same in- 
fluences as they did when we, 
started out. If we like them it's 
because we realize that they 
are doing much of the same as 
us." 

Norm: Let's do an R.E.M 
song." 

Steve: It's just sort of a happy 
coincidence. 

Norm: I like the Byrds, but I 
don't specifically go out and 
try to get a twangy guitar 
sound. 

Ken: It's just because we have 

cheap equipment, we can't get 

any other sound. 

Norm: We get natural twang 

(laughter).

Box, unfortunately blinds 
many eyes to the talent which 
does exist here. 

Part of the problem is that 
few local music acts have been 
given a medium to express 
themselves to a wide audience.

Apartheid 

MONTREAL (CUP)-A bomb threat, objections from 
the school administration and phone calls from angry 
parents put an end to an apartheid simulation day at a 
. college in Montréal. 

For one day during the anti-apartheid activities at 
Champlain College this week, apartheid was to be 
reversed. Different areas of the college were going to 
be segregated along racial lines in a school where 
blacks make up about 8 per cent of the population and 
whites over 70 per cent. 



"In the cafeteria, blacks and 
coloureds were to have a 
scctioncd-of f area with couches, 
side tables and dinner tables 
with table clothes. The whites 
— regular cafeteria tables," 
President of the Champlain 
Anti-Apartheid Committee 
Robert Douglas, who organised 
the weeks' activities. 

The organisers were going to 
put a yellow line on the floors 
separating where whites and 
blacks could walk. The two 
main central washrooms on the 
first floor were to be for blacks 
only. Whites would have to use 
more out of the way bathrooms. 
The front door, the only foun- 
tain in the cafeteria, and the 
main fountains on the ground 
floor were to be exclusively for 
blacks. Benches would be mark- 
ed "blacks only" and "whites 
only." Also, the radio station 
was to be run by blacks. "We 
were going to play music- dislik- 
ed by the majority of the 
population," said Douglas. 

White students were to be the 
monitors in charge of enforcing 
this simulation apartheid. 

The school administration re- 
jected the entire proposal 
because they were afraid fights 
would break out between 
monitors and students. 
However, once 20 teachers of- 
fered to take over the 
"policing," the administration 
backed down. 
But, yesterday morning, the open soccer field, 



However, a bomb threat put 
an end to the good will. 

Someone from within the col- 
lege phoned the Director of Stu- 
dent Services Andre LeBlanc 
and said if the apartheid day 
went ahead, they would explode 
a bomb in the school. 

According to LeBlanc, the 
call was probably an idle threat. 
LeBlanc said, however, that if 
they got such a call, the school 
would have to be evacuated and 
closed for the day. 

"We had to pull the plug on 
the whole project," said 
Douglas, "but because of the 
controversy at least people have 
had to think about it." 

Douglas is now going to have 
to call CBC's "Journal" and 
local newspapers, who were go- 
ing to cover the event, to say the 
day is off. 

"I am black and I think I 
would have learnt something as 
well," said Douglas. "I would 
have felt very guilty that day. 
Apartheid and racism not only 
hurts those who suffer from it 
but the people who enforce it 
too."

and services, the normal trade 
barriers between Canada and 
the US are not observed, says 
Regehr. For all intents and pur- 
poses the border is eliminated,

Anthony Paré, a member of 
the MEND (McGill Employees 
for Nuclear Disarmament) 
Steering Committee, spoke 
briefly after Regehr.

I object to Julian Samuel's review of 
the film Kiss of the Spider Woman 
on two grounds. Firstly, I found the 
narrow-mindedness and Insularity 
of the review to approach ar- 
rogance; moreover, there were 
omissions from the plot description 
so gaping and convenient as to 
have necessarily been Intentional. 

Samuel sees the film as an at- 
tempt "to Introduce sexual politics 
Into main stream film." It Is not. The 
fact that Samuel was lucky enough 
to see a film with a gay lead 
character allows him to vent his 
spleen at the homophobic, patriar- 
chal world which he discerns 
everywhere around him, even In the 
dark of a movie theatre. 

It Is hard to describe this article 
as a film review at all, so divorced Is 
It from the reality of the film. In- 
deed, one notices that there Is no 
reference In the review to the direc- 
tor or even the principal actors of 
Spider Woman. One senses that 
Samuel has no Interest In the film 
Itself and sees the review-only as a 
forum for his own Ideas. 

Ironically, part of Samuel's pro- 
)lem lies In his inability to view 
Molina as a political symbol. Conse- 
quently, he Is preoccupied with the 
fact that the spy Is a gay, complete- 
ly Ignoring Molina's own Internal 
conflict. Blinded by his paranoia, 
Samuel cannot see that Molina's 
sexuality Is Intended as part of the 
dynamic of the relationship bet- 
ween two men rather than as a 
political statement. 

When Samuel argues that 
heterosexuals are more likely to 
become spies that homosexuals, 
his attack has degenerated Into ab- 
surdity. And when he asks 
(rhetorically, I suspect): "It la a 
straight system that is the root of 
all evil, la It not?," It Is obvious he 
has left the film behind and Is 
rushing hsadlong Into pure In- 
trospection. 
Samuel's selective "plot sum- 



mary" Is blatantly disingenuous. In 
an effort to Illustrate his point, he 
selects only those aspects of the 
film which substantiate his thesis. 
For example, he refers to Molina as 
a "faggot" In Inverted commas, Im- 
puting this view of him to Valentin. 
In fact, It Is Molina himself who 
uses the word. 

Other omissions In the review are 
even more startling. In describing 
the relationship of the two 
prisoners, Samuel refers to Valen- 
tin's "prefunctory (sic) acceptance 
of homosexuality." It seems he Is 
forgetting that Valentin and Molina 
eventually make love. Perhaps 
Samuel wasn't able to stay for the 
end of the film. Moreover, Molina's 
courageous attempt to atone for his

betrayal of Valentin Is Ignored In 
the review.

It strikes me that the mistakes in 
this article are representative of 
many of the failures of the past Dal- 
ly film reviews. Uke some Dally 
staffers, Samuel seems to believe 
that the only criterion for Including 
a fact In a story is its consistency 
with the point he Is trying to make.

The Opéra de Montréal's 
first production of the season, 
Don Pasquale, was a delightful 
success. 

This charming, Italian comic 
opera by Gaetano Donizetti 
guides you through the follies 
of the rich old bachelor Don 
Pasquale, as his nephew's 
lover, Norina, conspires with 
his doctor Malatesta, to con 
him into a phony marriage 
with Norina, alias Sofronia 
(Malatesta's phony sister). Im- 
mediately after the phony mar- 
riage contract is signed, 
Norina-Sofrinia becomes ab- 
solutely unbearable to live 
with. 

The opera is fairly simple to 
follow if you read the synopsis 



given in the programme, 
although it always helps to 
take a peak at the libretto 
(short text of the opera) 
beforehand for further com- 
prehension and enjoyment of 
the opera. 

Don Pasquale is full of 
beautiful lyrical melodies 
("tunes") as well as technically 
interesting virtuoso passages. 
The music is light, bright and 
funny, and the excellently 
chosen cast gave just the right 
amount of comic life to their 
characters. 

Due largely to Humbert 
Camerlo's direction, the actors 
interpretations were less 
slapstick and consequently a 
little more believable. 

Set in 1900 Rome, instead of 



the usual early nineteenth cen- 
tury, the constumes and sets 
were more familiar and com- 
fortable both to the audience 
and the singers. Consequently, 
many movements and gestures 
seemed more "natural," 
without the need to cope with 
mannerisms of a more distant 
period. 

Particularly noticeable in 
this respect was the character 
of Ernesto, usually portrayed 
as the "soppy" tenor. This 
role became alive and real as a 
warm and passionate man who 
was frustrated by his uncle's 
refusal to accept his choice for 
the future. Jon Garrison's por- 
trayal of Ernesto was further 
enhanced by his fine light 
tenor voice with only occa- 



sional singing slightly under 
the note. 

Claude Corbeil, a familiar 
face and voice on the Montréal 
opera stage, particularly in 
comic opera, gave his usual 
first-class performance. The 
Québécois bass-baritone gave 
plotting Malatesta a wonder- 
fully joyful life of his own. 

Marie-Danielle Parent's first 
major role proved to be a re- 
sounding success. Also from 
Québec, this lyric soprano's 
spunky portrayal of Norina 
added delight to the evening. 
Her bright, clear, even voice 
revealed warmth on her lyrical 
side and brilliant virtuosity on 
her technical side. 

Finally, the star of the show, 
Pierre Charbonnear, another 
Québécois and another

familiar face and voice for 
Montréal opera lovers. Besides 
his rich bass voice, Charbon- 
neau has an uncanny knack 
for the theatre and, in par- 
ticular, the comic character 
roles. His timing is impeccable, 
his ideas for character 
movements and gestures seem- 
ingly endless and very effec- 
tive. 

I found Don Pasquale the 
young opera company's best 
production so far. The casting, 
direction, costumes, interpreta- 
tions all produced a first-class 
production. Since it was a 
largely Québécois cast, it 
leaves one proud to be a 
Québecer. There are still two 
performances left — October 
5,8 — don't miss it! 



The Festivale du Novelle 
Danse gave Montréalers the op- 
portunity to see the work of 
Karen Jamieson, a Vancouver 
choreographer not often seen in 
the east. 

The strength of Karen 
Jamieson's work is that it com- 
bines clear intellectual themes 
with evocative movement. She 
studied philosophy and an- 
thropology at the University of 
British Columbia and her work 
shows a strong interest in myth 
and group behaviour.

Toronto dances

The most technically ac- 
complished Canadian company 
at Festivale Internationale de 
Nouvelle Danse was clearly 
Christopher House and the 
dancers of the Toronto Dance 
Theatre. The pieces they 
presented last Thursday night 
concentrated on pure movement 
and seemed less occupied with 
abstract themes. 

The first work Untitled 
Quartet showed beautiful part- 
nering between two couples. 
One was unhurried and peaceful 
with the man moving little, 
quietly aiding and supporting 
the woman. The other had a 
different quality. The man mov- 
ed only a bit but the women 
became frantic and violent try- 
ing to climb over him or go 
through while he remained solid 
and unperturbed. He absorbed 
her turmoil. 



The second piece, Schubert 
Dances was a solo by 
Christopher House. The piece 
was technically masterful, the 
lines formed were clear, the 
footwork was fast and neat. 
You never questioned his 
balance or physical control. 

Although the movement was 
in a modern dance vocabulary, 
it included elements of a ballet 
aesthetic. Where modern dance 
reveals elements of the music 
which are not immediately ap- 
parent, the movements in ballet 
are often dictated by the surface 
elements of the music. 

For all the brilliance of 
House's technique, he explored 
no new hidden subtleties or 
themes. It felt like a simple 
physical rendition of the music 
not an interpretation or ex- 
ploration. Though the dancers 
arrived technically, it felt as 
though the choreography could 
further explore the music.

Depending on how the director 
manipulates his images, a film 
can tell a story, 'teach' the au- 
dience, and/or become a very 
personal statement by the film- 
maker. 

Little Sue: Who is Pier Paolo 
Pasolini? 

Big Sue: Pasolini was born in 
Italy in 1922, the period bet- 
ween the two world wars. His 
father wore the uniform of a 
Fascist soldier and was often 
ibsent during Pasolini's early 
/outh. Whether or not this is 
he reason for his extremely 
:lose relationship with his 
nother is unknown. In any 
:asc, it was known that there 
vas often a strong resentment 
jetween father and son. 

He was a film-maker who let 
lis personal life influence his 
vorks. Unconventional, he was 
:ondemned by Italian society 
or his political beliefs and ad- 
nitted homosexuality. He was 
nvolved in many censorship 
■-tattles in Italy, although his 
11ms were acknowledged inter- 
îatioi'ially. He was mysteriously 
•nurdered in 1975 for what is 
believed to be, either political or 
sexual reasons. 

Little Sue: Who is Oedipus 
Rex? 

Big Sue: Oedipus Rex is a 
character in the play of the same 
name by the Greek playwright 
Sophocles. He is a man who was 
condemned to fulfill the gods' 
prophecy to kill his papa and 
ilccp with mama. Freud based 
lis theory of the Oedipus com- 
jlex on this character. 
Little Sue: How does Pasolini's 
personal life parallel that of 
Oedipus Rex's? 

lig Sue: Oedipus Rex killed his 
ather and slept with his 
nother; Pasolini detested his 
ather and was extremely close 



framework of the original plot 
work within a structure which 
can be called his own. He 
situates the beginning and end 
sequences in the Italy, of the 
1920's and 60's respectively, 
which is the time that Pasolini 
lived in. 

Little Sue: How do these begin- 
ning and end sequences relate to 
the story of Oedipus Rex's life? 
Big Sue: Pasolini sets the 
longest part of the film (the 
'middle', which lasts approx- 
imately one hour) in Ancient 
Greece. It deals exclusively with 
Pasolini's interpretation of the 
text of "Oedipus. Rex". 
However, the characters in the 
'middle* sequence are the same 
ones who appear in the beginn- 
ing and end, creating an inter- 
relationship between the three. 
Pasolini uses the beginning and 
end sequences to create a pro- 
logue and epilogue, and the 
change in time suggests not only 
strong autobiographical links, 
but also that Oedipus' situation 
is, in a sense, universal. 
Little Sue: Can you give me a 



tion. The father, angered at the 
baby's presence in the next 
room while he and his wife 
make nanoo-nanoo, picks him 
up by the feet. Suddenly... 
Part II 

We see baby Oedipus, bound 
at the feet, being carried by a 
man across an Ancient Greek 
wasteland. In this section, 
Pasolini adheres to the plot of 
Sophocles' play as we follow 
Oedipus on his quest to avoid 
the oracle's prophecy that he 
will kill his father and sleep with 
his mother. Oedipus un- 
consciously does so, asserting 
the belief that men are at the 
mercy of the gods. Realizing his 
situation, he plucks his eyes out. 

Part III 

Pasolini switches back to Ita- 
ly in the 1960's. The baby 
Oedipus of the first part is now 
a grown, blind man being led 
around by a young boy. 
Ultimately he comes to a field 
where he was brought by his 
mother as a baby, which ends 
the action and the film. Pasolini 
has made a full circle, detouring 



in Ancient Greece, using 
Oedipus' situation as a personal 
metaphor. 

Little Sue: How does Pasolini's 
style of film-making differ from 
the conventional form of nar- 
rative? 

Big . Sue: Pasolini's narrative 
operates as a metaphor rather 
than a given 'object' in the film. 
In reality, he is not telling the 
story of Oedipus Rex but using 
it to tell his own story. 
Little Sue: Could you describe 
for me a few cinematographic 
techniques that he uses? 
Big Sue: Pasolini's 
cinematographic techniques are 
perhaps the most captivating 
elements in the film. In terms of 
visual style, his Oedipus Rex is 
consistent with the fact that the 
film is hb personal interpreta- 
tion of the story. He uses 
techniques as a device to bring 
out the 'meaning' of the film. 
For example, right from the 
beginning, the camera functions 
as the (collective) audience's 
eyes, which in turn brings out 
the voyeuristic element by plac- 
ing us in the action. The hand- 
held camera accentuates this 
and adds a touch of authentici- 
ty. 

The techniques add to the 
visual elements of the film by 
bringing across Pasolini's style 
more clearly. Throughout the 
film, Oedipus' situation and ac- 
tions are juxtaposed with im- 
ages of nature (scenery, flowers, 
animals) to reinforce the idea 
that Oedipus is as much at the 
will of the gods as is nature. So- 
meone once said that there is 
harmony in contrast, and this 
can be seen in Pasolini's use of 
scenic contrasts to suggest a cer- 
tain 'spiritual' similarity. 
Little Sue: What did you per- 
sonally think of the film? 
Big Sue: The beginning was 
good. The middle was good. 
The end was good. The beginn- 
ing and end were better than the 
middle. The middle was con- 
cerned with the play although it 
was better than the play. The 
beginning and end were about 
the mister who made the film's 
life during some politic called 
FASCISM. The beginning was 
more surreal than the end so it 
was better. I don't like answer- 
ing questions like this one.

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Recently I came across an ar- 
ticle on jazz stating that con- 
temporary improvisational 
music is nothing more than a 
museum piece. To say that this 
bothered me would be an 
understatement. After brief 
consideration, however, I came 
up with two good reasons for 
why I should ignore the com- 
ment. First, the article appeared 
in Heavy Mett/magazine. Se- 
cond; the innovative artists in 
the jazz idiom today may not be 
well known, but they dp exist. 
Evidence of this can be seen and 
heard in Montréal next week. 

The Montréal jazz scene was 
dealt a heavy blow with the clos- 
ing of Le Bruit Court, the only 
local club to bring world class 
talent to the city with any kind 
of regularity. I highly recom- 
mend, therefore, that anyone 
who wants to hear what's going 
on in the jazz world outside of 
Canada before the year's over 
should see The Dirty Dozen 1 
Brass Band/Jack Dejohnette's; 
Special Edition on October 8, 
and The Roscoe Mitchell Sound 
Ensemble on October 6 at the 
Spectrum. Otherwise, you may 
have to wait until next 
summer's jazz festival before 
any musicians get enough 
money to make it across the 
border. 

The Dirty Dozen Brass Band, 
who will perform this Tuesday 
have already recieved strong 
reviews for their first album and 
they have a reputation for being 
excellent in concert. Their music 
is based on a contemporary ver- 
sion of the New Orleans Mar* 
ching Band; instead of playing 
marching tunes they perform 
upbeat arrangements of 
Thelonius Monk and Duke Ell- 
ington.

Tatou is a restaurant-bar on 
St. Laurent and Prince Arthur. 
Recently having changed 
ownership, the bar has been 
transformed from a rough 
police bust bar to an upright 
rock and restaurant bar. 

According to the new 
manager James Macdonald, 
Montréal already has an excess 
of "alternative" music venues 
like the Les Foufounes. Mac- 
donald wants to "get back to 
the traditional rock and roll" 
which still "holds a fascination 
for a large audience." 

The audience Macdonald 
hopes to attract includes the 
student crowd, 20 to 30 year- 
old professionals, as well as 
the token artists and writers, 
"just to give the place a little 
flare." 



His bait for the poor student 
is nightly bands with no cover 
charge and "Happy Hour" 
Tuesdays and Wednesdays, 
midnight to one — two beers 
for $2.75. 

Macdonald feels he has an 
insiders view into the music 
world since he, himself, is a 
member of the James Mac- 
donald Band. 

"We all owe each other 
money," he admits, and 
therefore it is easy for him to 
get gigs. In the past month 
such original music bands as 
Three O'Clock Train and 
Seven Sisters have graced these 
walls as well as local Montréal 
cover acts like Indigo and 
Macdonald's own band. 

Last Saturday night, 
Ministry of Truth was playing. 
They performed a liberal mix- 
ture from Talking Heads to 



the Temptations. A very 
straight-laced band wearing 
white shirts and thin, black 
ties, they still hadn't loosened 
up by the end of the first set 
and were extremely 
unanimated. 

The bar-club aspect of 
Tatou is its real redeeming 
feature. The restaurant food is 
second rate and not worth the 
average $7.25 entree price. The 
dishes involve a small com- 
bination of Mexican and Ira- 
nian chqices. 

For hors d'oeuvres, the 
Nachos were cheesy yet lacked 
pizzazz. As for the entrees, the 
"crazy-chicken" is quite edi- 
ble, but not very innovative. It 
is served surrounded by 
mounds of salad and rice. 

The enchiladas were soggy 
and contained huge dry chunks 
of chicken (whatever happened 



to bite-size?) dabbed with 
bland Heinz chili sauce. They 
really were not too appetizing. 
This was definitely not authen- 
tic Mexican cuisine, rather 
poor imitation Tex-Mex. 

Tatou is just around the cor- 
ner from the Prince Arthur 
strip, having competitive prices 
but lower standards. If you are 
looking for quantity rather 
than quality, it may be just the 
place for you. 

- If one takes into account the 
decor, the bands, the drinks 
and the food, one all- 
encompassing adjective come 
to mind, mediocre. Tatou is 
the epitome of middle of the 
road entertainment — both in 
goal and in product. But if 
you want a night on the town 
that's on a par with Gert's, yet 
a little more expensive, this is 
the place to go.

showcase and general 
smorgasbord of local talent. 

The concept has been called 
"brilliant" by at least one 
local radio host, but it is far 
from new. Similar compilation 
packages have been appearing 
in other Canadian cities for a 
long time, so it is about time 
that something of this type ap- 
peared here. Even with the 
release of the From Montréal 
EP two years ago, Listen is the 
first compendium of widely ac- 
cessible local music to make 
the record racks. 

One only wishes that Listen 
executive producers Morris 
Apelbaum and Duncan Mac- 
Tavish had had the resources 
to do this album a long time 
ago. Still, one should not com- 
plain too much now that the 
need has been filled. Kudos 
should go to both producers 
for the quality of material and 
recording, and the high pro- 
duction value of the entire 
package. It is not the muddy, 
sludgy sound that people have 
come to expect from low 
budget, locally-released 
albums; a sound that some 
nameless bands have gone to 
great lengths to achieve and 
maintain. Fortunately, Listen 
is crisp and bright, with sound 
quality that would be accep- 
table for most commercial 
releases. 

The first side of the disc is 
dominated by acts who have 
established reputations (mostly 
positive) through frequent per- 
formances and /or previous 
vinyl releases. Bands like The 
Darned, This "Blue Piano", 
Ethnic Drivers and Secret Act 
are fairly familiar names on 
the local scene who generally 
deserve any publicity they can 
get. Styles range from the near 
country sound of The Darned 
to the articulate folk-rock 
sound of This "Blue Piano" 
to the punchy alternative 




sound of Secret Act. Each of 
the bands put in solid tracks 
which should only serve to 
solidify their reputations. 

The acts on side two are 
lesser known names for whom 



the album is probably a much 
more important exercise. The 
material is not quite as strong 
as that of the "established" 
bands, but nonetheless makes 
for an interesting, enjoyable 



listen. The message which 
comes through all the various 
styles is that Montréal will be 
hearing much more from these 
groups. 

The songwriting is generally 
strong, and the musicianship 
falls well above mere com- 
petence. There is no lack of 
talent among these bands, and 
names like Big Things, Three 
Lines, Tumblers, Chapter 24, 
Let's Go Golfing, and Degrees 
of Freedom will hopefully 
soon become familiar names to 
local music lovers. 

The thing that all the bands 
on Listen share is their 
unabashed pursuit of a 
mainstream audience. While 
their music is not pop schlock, 
it is not obscure cult music 
either. Unlike some other 
talented creative acts in the ci- 
ty, these bands are not content 
with underground success. If 
they can maintain the quality 
shown on this release, they 
need not feel guilty about go- 
ing for the top. 



Tutti pop: Squeeze is back

Squeeze's three year hiatus 
has just been terminated with 
the release of their new album 
Cost Fan Tutti Frutti. 

' Over the course of a five 
album career, Squeeze earned 
its reputation as the best of the 
post-Beatle pop bands. Their 
rank was due to the imagina- 
tions of song-writers Chris Dif- 
ford and Glenn Tilbrook along 
with the intricate musical 
talents of the band. 

The new album appears to 
mark a maturation of the 
talents of the group, especially 
concerning their lyrics. The

youth to adult. 

Their earlier material such as 
Tempted or Goodbye Girl 
simply deal with chasing 
women and the downfall of 
relationships. 

With Cosi Fan Tutti Frutti 
they have moved away from 
naîve relationships, and moved 
on to the leading problems 
that exist in our society, such 
as drug abuse, alcoholism and 
loneliness. 

No place like home is an 
ironic title for a song that ven- 
tilates a prison-type suf- 
focating home life, which con- 
trasts Squeeze's earlier work. 



Heartbreaking world is a 
political expostulation refering 
to the starving children on the 
TV screen and the soldier who 
never made it home. 

Cosi Fan Tutti Frutti is 
thematicaly the most aspiring 
album that Squeeze has 
created, even though their 
musical style has not changed. 

In all likelyhood none of the 
songs on this album will 
become great hits. But this 
does not insinuate that this is 
not a creative nor cohesive 
record. All that Squeeze needs 
is the proper air time which 
they have not yet been given, 
and there would certainly be 
more attention payed to this 
band.

beat submerged the individuals 
in a mechanical environment, 
forcing the crowd to form.
